Aronad the 
maat were looped ropes, farming a sort of stair- 
way, op which the players climbed, richly dressed, 
and canylng flags, rattles, etc. One stood on 
the masthead, others on the frame, dancing, 
singing, playing tricks and antics, while four 
others, sliding down to the ropes’ ends, fastened 
themselves there by Joops, and their welght 
making whirl the »pparatus of the volador or 


flyer, whilethe centrifugal force sent the cords |. 


out at a greater and. greater angle, till tho four 
men suspended at the ends, belng garbed to look 
lke parrots or monkeys, resembled monstrous 
animals of those apecies flying through the alr. 
The mechanism ‘was so arranged that the ropes 
wrapped around th: mast unrolled without 
tangling, acd after thirteen rounds they were al] 
unwrapped, stretching more and more toward the 
horizontal with increased velocity, tillthe whole 
flyer" was describing 2 great-circle at dizzying 
speed. The great height ofthe mast and. the 
tricks performed in that whirlwind of motion 
made the danges great In this game, of which 
the {mitatlon used by the plebe of to-day is but 
a poor and tame reflection.
